Some weeks ago this reporter sat 
down with School Supt. Glen Wegner 
to 
explore 
the 
educational 
philosophy of the man who has 
guided 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School 
District for a number of years. 
It began as most interviews do 
with an outline of questions aimed at 
eliciting 
the 
most 
revealing 
responses. All this was set aside, 
however, in favor of questions that 
developed naturally from the thrust 
of the conversation. 
Wegner's replies were off the top 
of his head so to speak In the long 
run the results will prove to be more 
satisfying 
than 
they 
otherwise 
might have. Wegner's replies are in 
the 
language 
of 
conversation 
Conversational 
language 
often 
disregards periods, may include 
long pauses where a comma occurs, 
may result in a series of clauses 
beyong the realm of the normal 
written word, and may include the 
stops, starts and restarts of normal 
day to day verbal exchanges. 
After reading the material for the 
tenth time, I conclude that Wegner 
comes out more of the philosopher 
and the encourager than he does the 
neatly packaged executive in the 
business world. 
See for yourself in this first of 
several parts. 
Q: As a school superintendent, 
what is your day to day reaction to 
the changing environment in which 
we find ourselves? 
A: I hope my philosophy always 
remains fluid. 
Q: In other words you're not 
doctrinaire? 
A: No, I'm not. 
Q: Can you elaborate? 
A: It’s predicated on some very 
important principles, however, that 
I 
think 
are, 
I 
wouldn’t 
say 
unchangeable, but they certainly 
are observable and that is, my 
philosophy of education ... can be 
directed in two different veins 
because education is such a broad 
spectrum, however. I ’m concerned 
it I might use a word, being more 
concerned with the needs of the 
student, instead of the needs of the 
students being projected upon them 
by an adult society that may not be 
in touch with the current scene of 
today as far as the student is 
concerned. Let me elaborate on this 
then — We have in education 
developed 
cu rricu lm 
and 
perpetuated curriculum from some 
historical fountainhead of reason 
and I'm sure it was valid for the 
time. I find that in today’s education 
the practice of the obsolescence of 
the procedure should be questioned. 
You can go into classrooms in 
schools, hopefully not ours, but I’m 
not saying it doesn't happen in ours 
and you see often times consider­ 
able lack of interest on the part of 
the students because the material 
that is being presented and the 
procedure by which it is being 
presented is not relevant to the 
students’ needs — now possibly it 
could be if we were to explain to the 
student why we are doing what we 
are doing, why we are teaching the 
subject material and try to interpret 
to the learner the relational for the 
presentation so he can see an appli­ 
cation for his own life — so 
frequently this is not done, taking 
again the learner into consideration, 
that I'm concerned about this. 
This concern generates itself into 
a philosophy of education, that 
education should be in context with 
the learner’s needs — not that we 
don't learn for things in the future, 
that’s understood fact. We learn 
calculus not to use it in today’s 
school, but to learn it as we need it 
in a profession but that people who 
are taking calculus as an example 
understand why they are taking it 
and where it’s going to apply in their 
lives — I'm not sure we can use the 
same rationale if we re dealing in an 
area of mathematics. With a young­ 
ster in the fourth grade who is 
dealing with compound fractions — 
it’s very difficult for the youngster 
to understand or to realize where 
he’s 
going 
to 
use 
compound 
fractions and it's going to take a 
very lucid statement by the teacher 
to create an environment for that 
student to understand his need for 
learning this. 


Tet cease-fire brings bombing to halt 


SAIGON 
(U P I)- U .S . 
B52s 
carried out some of their heaviest 
raids of the war in South Vietnam 
today before a 24-hour allied cease­ 
fire for the Tet lunar new year 
brought the war to a temporary halt, 
grounding the big bombers and U.S. 
Air 
Force 
and 
Navy 
fighter- 
bombers. 
The Viet Cong already had begun 
their own three-day cease-fire and 
the allies ceased operations at 6 


p.m. (5 a.m. EST). A command 
spokesman said there had been no 
reports of the Communists firing a 
single shot against American in the 
first six hours of the allied cease­ 
fire.

involving 
Americans came when a U.S. patrol 
fired on the Communists and one 
American 
was wounded 
in the 
firefight near Cam Ranh Bay, 185 


miles northeast of Saigon

Vietnam reported four Communist- 
initiated incidents that killed seven 
South Vietnamese 
The spokesman said B52s flew a 
record 
27 
strikes 
inside 
South 
Vietnam today and that U.S. fighter- 
bombers flew 176 today before the 
cease-fire started. This brought to 
766 the number of bombing strikes in 
the past five davs. 72 of them by 
B52s 


All 
131.000 American soldiers 
remaining in Vietnam were confined 
to their bases but most of Saigon's 
three million residents seemed to be 
ignoring warnings of a possible

Tet 
offensive 
and 
crowded

streets of Saigon 
tonight in a carefree Mardi Gras 
atmosphere of last minute shopping 
for the biggest annual holiday in 
Vietnam

Tanker found, 
torn apart 
by explosion 


GALVESTON. Tex <UPI> - The 
tanker V.A Fogg which was found 
sunk this weekend in 90 feet of water 
was 
torn 
apart 
by 
a 
terrific 
explosion and its 39 crewmen were 
killed instantly, sources said today. 
“ It must have been one helluva 
explosion,’’ the source connected 
with the search for the tanker said. 
“ The forward deck is bent to the 
right at a 45-degree angle A big 
chunk of the forward section was 
blown to one side.’ 
A fully clothed body was found 
floating in the tanker's chart room 
and the arm of another crewman 
was spotted amid the debris of the 
572 foot long ship. 
The 
explosion 
apparently 
occurred amidship and prevented 
the ship's radioman from sending a 
distress call. The ship was never 
heard from after it steamed from 
Freeport, Tex., Feb. 1 to flush the 
residue of a dangerous chemical 
from its tanks 
The wreckage of the ship was 
detected Saturday through the use of 
sonar equipment. Six divers from 
the seismic research ship Miss 
Freeport photographed the hulk 
Sunday. 
Water rate decision still up in air 


The Lompoc City Council 
is 
expected to take up the water rate 
controversy again when it meets in 
regular session tomorrow night in 
City Hall but it is not known at this 
time if any decisions will be made. 


Gnee Wahlers, city administrator, 
has included an ordinance, calling 
for a 20 per cent increase in water 
rates on the agenda but he reported 
this morning that he has not been 
able 
to 
gather 
information 
requested by the council on an alter­ 
native plan. 
The 
council 
had 
previously 
approved a 20 per cent rate increase 
and requested the ordinance, but 
during a joint session with the city 
water 
commission 
last 
week 


promised 
to 
further 
study 
the 
commission’s recommendation of 
no rate increase, plus a second 
alternate that would include a slight 
increase in rates plus a commission 
recommendation to cut the basic 
water allowance (free water i 
The water commission plan to cut 
the water allowance rather than 
increase rates would still have 
brought about .an increase in the 
users monthly bill. 
Council members voting for the 20 
per cent increase argued that such 
an increase in rates would not raise 
the bill for the small user as much 
as cutting the water allowance. 
The council originally voted only 
3-2 to increase the rates. Mayor Art

and 
Councilman 
George 


Cotsenmoyer did not favor the 
increase. 
Wahlers said he had been unable to 
put together further information for 
the second alternate, using a little of 
both plans, but members of the 
water commission had asked tor 
more time to study such a plan

reason lor the earlier closing time.

Highlands where U.S. intelligence 
expects any Communist offensives 
will be launched. 


The 27 missions by the B52s 
outnumbered 
anything 
in 
U.S. 
Command records which go back to 
June of 1968. But many of the 
missions today were by one plane 
each rather than the usual three and 
well short of the six aircraft per 
mission which was common when 
the air war reached its peak four 
years ago. 


The South Vietnamese Command 
said the Viet Cong had violated their 
own Tet truce at least four times in 
the first new hours of the stand 
down, 
killing 
seven 
South 
Vietnamese troops in the process. 


The U.S. command reported that 
as of 17 hours after the beginning of 
the Viet Cong truce, there had been 
no attacks against American forces. 


In 46 incidents in the 24 hours 
ended at 6 a m today at least 39 of 
them 
initiated 
by 
Communist 
forces, 131 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong were killed at a cost of 19 
South Vietnamese killed and 13 
wounded along with one American 
killed and three wounded. 


All the B52 bombing raids since 
Saturday have been flown in the 
Central 
Highlands 
against 
a 
Communist troop buildup for what 
allied intelligence says will be an 
offensive 
timed 
for 
President 
Nixon’s visit Sunday to Peking. 


Most of the B52s hammered what 
the Communists term Base Area 
609, where South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia come together. It was the 
most B52 raids in a single day since 
the records began in June, 1968. 


UPI Correspondent Donald A. 
Davis reported from Pleiku in the 
Central Highlands that a combined 
U.S.-South Vietnamese Air Cavalry 
force reported killing 41 North 
Vietnamese Sunday. 


The fighting broke out just east of 
Base Area 609 There were no allied 
casualties. 
One American was killed Sunday 
and two wounded when a helicopter 
was downed in a clash with the Viet 
Cong 25 miles east of Saigon.

Beginning March 20, most presidential 
hopefuls will be eligible for Secret Service 
protection under provisions of a 1968 law. 
A congressional commission charged 
with guidelines for determining who is to 
receive protection devised a formula that 
was thought to include Kennedy —who has 
significant support for the Presidency in 
public opinion polls, but has declared 
repeatedly that he is not a candidate 
The commission devised a formula Jan, 
27 to provide round-the-cloc‘k security for 
declared candidates and those who might 


declare later. 
Kennedy, however, has 
fallen into a third category because of his 
insistence that he will not run. 
And therein lies the problem. House 
Republican Leader Gerald R. Ford said in 
an interview. Ford, along with Speaker 
Carl Albert, and former Sen. Thomas 
Kuchel, R-Calif., make up the commission. 
It was understood the commission felt 
strongly that Kennedy, in view of the 
assassinations of his brothers. President 
John F. Kennedy, Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
especially 
needed 
protection. 
But the 
commission members were said to be 


bothered by the difficulty of spending 
public funds on a noncandidate. 
The commission is still struggling with 
the Kennedy issue. It is clear, however, 
that seven Democrats and one Republican 
would be eligible, if the decision were 
made today. 
The formula, based on percentage of 
support in the Harris and Gallup public 
opinion polls, would exclude Reps. John M. 
Ashbrook, Ohio, Shirley Chisholm, D- 
N.Y., and other candidates with lower 
apparent public support.

Time calls Irving 
'con man of year' 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Time magazine says Clifford Irving 
"lifted” 
the 
material 
for 
his 
Howard 
Hughes’ 
autobiography from , the manuscript of the unpublished 
memoirs of the billionaire’s long-time chief aide. The 
magazine featured Irving on the cover of its latest issue as 
"Con Man of the Year.” 
"Irving’s hoax worked because the base on which he built 
was largely genuine,” Time said Sunday. "In subject 
matter, Irving’s book is identical at many points with the 
manuscript of investigative reporter James Phelan of Long 
Beach, Calif., who had been hired to ghost write a book 
abput Hughes by longtime Hughes aide Noah Dietrich.” 
Phelan told UPI Sunday that Irving’s book was "the 
biggest hoax ever,” and said his manuscript constituted the 
skeleton of Irving’s book. 
The New York Daily News reported in today’s editions 
that U.S. and Swiss authorities secretly have agreed to drop 
fraud charges and forgery against Irving’s wife Edith if 
Irving cooperates with investigators and "someone goes to 
jail.” 
Mrs. Irving was charged with forgery and bank fraud by 
Swiss authorities. Irving has admitted that she opened an 
account in a Zurich bank as ‘Helga R. Hughes” ana deposit­ 
ed $650,000 that McGraw-Hill Book Co. intended as payment 
to Hughes for the autobiography. 
Maurice Nessen, Irving’s attorney, said in a statement on 
the Time article: "My client asserts that it contains a 
plethora of lies and half truths. Because of its recklessness, 
I cannot imagine that is is not prompted by malice. It is a 
gloating, prancing distorting piece that is irresponsible to 
the extreme.” 
Time said Phelan completed his manuscript in April, just 
about the time Irving began claiming to have had his first 
interviews with Hughes. 
Stanley Meyer, a West Coast entertainment operator, 
tired to sell the Phelan manuscript and eventually went to 
New York literary agent Paul Gitlin. Gitlin showed it to a 
Simon & Schuster editor but it was rejected. Gitlin said he 
suggested Dietrich get someone to rewrite it. 


British industry at crawl 


LONDON (U P I ) —Hit by a crippling government curb on 
use of electric power, British industry today slowed to a 
crawl and began laying off tens of thousands of workers. 
With the nation partially without electricity because of 
hours-long power cuts and in the grip of its gravest 
industrial crisis in a quarter-century, heavy industrial 
plants throughout Britain went on an enforced three-day 
week or closed altogether 
The crisis was the result of a five-week-old nationwide 
strike of Britain’s 280,000 coal miners asking a 47 per cent 
pay 
raise. 
The strike has depleted coal stockpiles 
dangerously and severely lowered power supplies. 
Britain’s government-run railroads canceled more than 
1,000 trains and slashed electric commuter services. 
Officials predicted that by midweek 5 to 8 million persons 
would be out of jobs —in addition to the million jobless 
already recorded in mid-January, the highest total in 25 
years. 
They said if the coal miners’ strike drags on another two 
to four weeks, 
industry will be shut down almost 
completely, the nation will be almost entirely without 
electric power and 20 million will be jobless. 
The power curbs were ordered by the government Friday 
after a national state of emergency was proclaimed two 
days earlier In order to conserve power, it ordered 20.000 
large and medium-sized firms to cut back to a three-day 
week and to slash power consumption by 50 per cent.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— Several resolutions attacking 
the Blue Shield health plan were introduced Sunday at the 
California Medical Association convention. 
Attacks on the California Physicians Service program 
was headed by a group of conservative L,os Angeles pnysi- 
cians who said the CMA should end all ties with Blue shield 
and turn it loose “as just another insurance company.” 
The plan, which the state medical association founded 32 
years ago. presently covers more than 1.3 million Califor­ 
nians 
The doctors attacking it said blue shield was trying to 
dictate the way doctors practice medicine; that it was 
wasteful and inefficient; it was unfairly forcing doctors to 
subsidize medical care costs, and its publicity implied that 
physicians try to cheat their patients 


Dr. Carl E. Anderson of Santa Rosa, chairman of Boue 
Shield’s trustees, defended the insurance plan. 
He said that a year ago the health plan was s n a r ls in red 
tape and losing $10 million but that today its books show a 
surplus of $1 million.

Supervisor George H. Clyde, whose First 
District embraces large agricultural areas 
in Carpinteria Valley, wrote Farm Bureau 
President Albert Giorgi a reply Friday 
deploring the request. 
Clyde told Giorgi that he understoood 
that new legislation will soon become 
effective ‘‘tightening 
up 
regulations 
relative to the use of pesticides.” 


‘‘It is my intention to question all 
applicants to determine whether they will 
follow a policy of strict enforcement of this 
and other laws relative to agriculture 
also affect the ecology and environment,’ 
he informed Giorgi. 
Giorgi, of Solvang, had written Clyde and 
other supervisors: 
‘‘We sincerely hope the man chosen will 
not be an ecologist or environmentalist. I 
am sure we are unduly apprehensive, but 
the thought of having a man who leans 
philosophically toward these suits would 
probably be more than the harassed farmers 
could bear during these trying times.” 
Third District Supervisor Daniel G. 


Grant, of Goleta Valley, was asked if he 
had received a similar letter from Giorgi. 
Grant said it had not come to his office, but 
might have been sent to his home, as was 
Clyde’s. 
No reaction to the Giorgi letter has come 
as yet either from First District Supervisor 
Charles 
Catterlin 
of 
Santa 
Barbara. 
North 
County 
Supervisors 
were 
not 
available Friday at their Santa Barbara 
offices. 
It was assumed letters went out to all 
five supervisors. 
Clyde said he “ can come only to the 
conclusion that you (Giorgi) are suggesting 
the new commissioner ‘turn his back' in 


effect, on farming practices which might 
adversely affect the ecology or environ­ 
ment.” 


The 
agricultural 
commissioner 
“ represents the entire county population — 
not just the farmers — and is required to 
strictly enforce all regulations which deal 
with farming,” Clyde wrote Giorgi. 


Clyde told Giorgi he “ trusts that this 
(Giorgi’s view) is not the attitude of the 
majority of the Farm Bureau board or the 
Farm Bureau’s members ... I know that it 
is not the attitude of manv farmers who 
practice and believe in methods which 
protect the ecology and environment.”

Red China ready for visit 


TOKYO (U PI) —Communist China has completed all 
preparations to receive President Nixon’s visit to Peking 
Feb.21-28, the Japanese news agency Kyodo reported today 
Kvodo said in a dispatch from the Chinese capital a large 
portrait of Chairman Mao Tse-tung overlooking the Gate of 
Heavenly Peace has been repainted. 
It said the Peoples Hall in Peking has lights on until late 
at night to complete finishing touches. At the hall. 
President Nixon is expected to have a round of talks with 
Chinese leaders, including Premier Chou En-lai 
“ There are many red flag' bearing automobiles parking 
around the hall every day,” Kyodo said “ This signifies 
ranking Chinese officials are going all-out to prepare for 
the presidential visit to China.” 
Japanese correspondents said the Chinese capital had an 
unusually heavy snow in past weeks. “ But thanks to the 
efforts of Peking citizens, the snow has been cleared from 
the streets and roads the president will use to the capital 
from Peking airport,” one correspondent reported 
Young Chinese soldiers from the Peoples Liberation 
Army have already been placed on guard around the guest 
house, where the Nixon party is to stay while in Peking 
Kyodo said installation of antenna to relay Nixon’s 
historical arrival at Peking airport via satellite is almost 
completed. A makeshift barracks also was set up at the 
airport to accommodate engineers for live broadcasts, it 
added. 
Chinese restaurants in Peking have put up signs in 
English to help visiting Americans to locate the places 
where western foods will be served. Kvodo said

Financial decision making 
Money management for widows

NEW YORK — (NEA)— A 
man with 30 years' experi­ 
ence in money management, 
investment counseling and 
i n s u r a n c e finds that the 
problems 
surrounding the 
handling of money get more 
difficult each year. If it’s a 
brain drain for him, how 
does it affect millions of un­ 
trained souls fighting the 
daily battle of the dollar, es­ 
pecially women? 


A. L. (Pete) Lindley, ex­ 
ecutive 
vice-president and 
trustee of MONY (Mutual of 
New York) as well as chair­ 
man and t r u s t e e of the 
MONY Management Invest­ 
ment Trust, is responsible 
for the profitable handling 
of at least $4 billion a year. 
Yet he took time recently to 
give some free advice to an 
important and often bewil­ 
dered segment of our popu­ 
lation . . . widows. 


There is a flood of infor­ 
mation on how and where to 
i n v e s t , how to set up a 
budget, how to get out of 
debt and stay out of debt. 
Somehow it has missed too 
many people who need help. 


For e x a m p 1 e, Lindley 
pointed out that s u r v e y s 
show most people with insur­ 
ance have only the equiva­ 
lent of a year-and-a-half’s 
salary if a breadwinner dies. 
This is too low today, he 
said, because of inflation. 


A l t h o u g h 
more

were not helpful. A good 
course in economics would 
be better, he said. His ob­ 
servation is backed by a sur­ 
vey of recent high school 
graduates whose answers re­ 
vealed they were less pre­ 
pared for financial responsi­ 
bilities than anything else. 
The study showed the youths 
felt they did not understand 
credit, banking or insurance. 


These teen-agers admitted 
financial i g n o r a n c e even 
with some lessons in family 
budgeting. If they’re con­ 
fused, what of the plight of 
women in the 30s, 40s, 50s 
and 60s whose husbands or 
fathers felt they did the fe­ 
males a favor by “not both- 


For t h e m t h e r e are 
courses sponsored by insur­ 
ance companies, banks or 
the local “Y.” Lindley ad­ 
mitted his wife took such a 
course. He added, “I’d tell 
her what I advise all women, 
especially wi d o ws , “Dont 
think you are an expert and 
try to handle financial prob­ 
lems alone. Such courses 
help a woman find out what 
to look for and what to ask 
about. The final step is to 
turn to a pro for help." 


Wh a t , then, s h o u l d a 
widow do? Lindley advises 
that all couples, no matter 
their current finances, plan 
for the future while both are 
living. A good step in the 
right direction is to call in 
an insurance field under­ 
writer. Why? Because insur­ 
ance companies have highly 
paid experts who make ques­ 
tionnaires that reveal your 
real f i n a n c i a l profile by 
using income, age of chil­ 
dren, family o b l i g a t i o n s , 
property, investments, sav­ 
ings, children’s educational 
needs, retirement hopes. A 
computer works out a finan­ 
cial guide This can be used 
to make decisions about buy­ 
ing real e s t a t e , m u t u a l 
funds, c o m m o n stocks or 
more insurance. 


A woman, he a d v i s e d , 
caught without such plan­ 
ning needs to be careful to 
whom she goes for advice. 
She needs someone to work 
out such things as ( 1 ) im­ 
mediate family needs, »2) 
how to pay debts and (3) 
how to determine how much 


If there is a family field 
i n s u ra n c e underwriter, a 
widow may turn to him to 
suggest a trustworthy law­ 
yer or for advice on seeking 
help from a bank. It usually 
is unwise to turn to a rela­ 
tive for advice on decisions, 
Lindley said. This also is 
true when selecting an exec­ 
utor for an estate. 


It is best to pick a reliable 
individual or firm experi­ 
enced in h a n d l i n g trusts. 
Being an executor of an es­ 
tate is confusing and time- 
consuming for a relative or 
friend not trained for the 
job. It also may mean loss of 
money or property. 


Investments are fine for 
future planning for widows, 
he pointed out, since most 
women live at least 25 years 
in widowhood. However, he 
e x p l a i n e d that common 
stocks for salaried persons 
may be unwise if tnere is 
not enough money to diver­ 
sify. Buying only one or two 
stocks or putting all her 
money into one stock isn’t 
too wise today, he said. Many 
will find regular monthly in­ 
vestments in a mutual fund 
offer a hedge against infla­ 
tion and provide retirement 
income. 


Coming back to an original 
point, Lindley advised all 
couples to make financial 
plans for the f u t u r e . Al­ 
though their lives constantly 
change, such planning gives 
them the “long-range hedge 
people need today.”

Busing boycott planned 


Nonfatal attacks reduced 


CHICAGO <UPI>—Two doctors reported today that a 
study of more than 3.000 men has shown that a drug used to 
reduce fat levels in the blood reduced the number of 
nonfatal heart attacks. 


However, the study by the San Francisco doctors which 
was reported in the current issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association said the treatment did not 
seem to make any significant difference in death rates. 


Drs Louis R Krasno and George J. Kidera from the 
division of clinical research, United Air Lines, San Francis­ 
co, said the results of their study support the theory of a 
strong association between high blood fat levels and 
coronary heart disease. 


Krasno and Kidera said that among more than 1,000 men 
whose average age was 47.5 years the annual nonfatal heart 
attack rate was 1.89 per cent 1,000 for men treated with 
the drug clofibrate. They said the attack rate for men not 
treated with the drug was 6.6 per 1,000. 


Among 2.000 men averaging 37.5 years of age, those 
treated with clofibrate recorded an annual heart attack 
rate of 64 per thousand while for those not treated the rate 
was 5 per 1,000. 


But. the doctors said, clofibrate treatment did not seem 
to make any significant difference in death rates between 
those treatened and those untreated. 


The researchers, as a result of the study, concluded that 
clofibrate treatment dramatically reduced nonfatal heart 
attacks and seemed to give the same degree of protection 
from heart attacks whether the subjects snowed no 
response, partial response or complete response to the 
drug. 


The protective effect of the clofibrate treatment became 
evident within one to three months of treatment, the 
doctors said They said no men with normal blood fat 
levels, whether treated or untreated, developed any 
evidence of heart attacks. 
Krasno and Kidera said the clofibrate decreased the in­ 
cidence of coronary heart disease even without significant 
lowering of blood fat levels.

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Winter games wrapup 
Women saved pride 


SAPPORO, Japan (U P I)—It is traditional in Japan for 
the women to serve their men, and thus it was in the case 
of the United States team during the just completed 11th 
Winter Olympics. 
Of the eight medals that went to the American troops, 
seven of them fell to the women. Only the surprising 
hockey team, which took a silver medal, was able to save 
face for the men. 


The U.S. won three gold medals, two of them going to 
Northbrook, 111., speed skaters Dianne Hollum in the 
1,500 meters and Anne Henning in the 500. The third was 
another shocker as Barbara Cochran of Richmond, Vt., 
whose brother Bob and sister Marilyn also were on the 
Olympic team, won the women’s slalom. 
It was the first gold medal for the U.S. in Olympic 
skiing since 1952, when Andrea Lawrence won both the 
slalom and giant slalom. 
• 
Misses Holum and Henning also picked up lesser 
medals, giving the city of Northbrook half the total bag 
for the entire country. Dianne, the U.S. flag bearer at the 
opening ceremonies, earned a silver medal for her 
second place finish in the 3,000 meter and 16-year-old 
Anne wound up third in the 1,000. 
Bronze medals also went to Susan Corrock of 
Ketchum, Idaho, in the women’s downhill and to Janet 
Lynn of Rockford, 111., in figure skating. 


The eight medals were one more than the U.S. earned 
in the 1968 games at Grenoble, and were the most since 
the Americans picked up nine at Squaw Valley, Calif., in 
I960. 
“ This has got to be called a successful Olympics for 
us, ” said Bob Paul, press officer for the U.S. Olympic 
Committee. “ The ice hockey team came from nowhere 
to win a medal and our medal in the women’s 3,000 was 
our first ever in that event.’’ 
The Olympics, as a whole, produced a number of 
surprises, especially in the Alpine ski events where the 
powerful French team failed to win a major race and 
two relative unknowns, Marie Therese Nadig of 
Switzerland and Francisco Fernandez-Ochoa of Spain, 
became national heroes. 


The two individual stars of the games, were 
speedskater Ard Schenk of Holland and Nordic ace 
Galina Koulacova of Russia, each of whom won three 
gold medals. Schenk captured the men’s 1,500, 5,000 and 
10,000 meters events while Miss Koulacova won the 
women’s five and lO-kilometer cross-country events and 
led the victorious relay team. 
Russia emerged as the leader in total medals with 16 
including eight gold. But five of the Soviet Union’s gold 
medals came in the Nordic events which has been its 
specialty for many years.

Steady nerves, big 
check for Rosburg 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (U PI >-It 
will never rate with the great love 
stories of our time nor with the 
more thrilling sports sagas, but Bob 
Rosburg’s affection for his new wife 
and admiration for a fellow golf pro 
makes pleasant telling. 
A year ago, Rosburg was ready to 
pack in his golf career, what there 
was of it, because he no longer was 
able to compete and his nerves were 
shot. “ There wasn’t a thing I was 
doing right,” he recalled, “ and 
there was no doubt in my mind it 
was time to think about something 
else.”

“ Claude didn’t do anything with 
my game,” Rosburg said. “ All we 
did was talk and work on my hand 
x)sitions on the club. Listening to 
lim was better than any lesson.

Sometimes in this crazy game no 
amount of lessons will help. I guess 
that was my case.” 
In any event, Rosburg rejoined the 
tour and in October married Elanor. 
The combination of steadied nerves, 
new enthusiasm and a wife “ who 
understood me” resulted in a $59,000 
year. 
Sunday, before a lot of his friends 
and a national television audience, 
Rosburg put it all together, fighting 
his own nerves and a challenge from 
three youngsters to win the $145,000 
Bob Hope Desert Classic. 


Bob, who had not won a tourney 
since the 1961 Crosby and only six 
previous titles since joining the tour 
in 1954, shot a closing round five- 
under-par 67 to take the hole, a 90- 
hole, five-day event, with a 16- 
under-par score of 344. 
The record will show he won by 
one stroke over Lanny Wadkins and 
two over Johnny Miller and Jerry 
Heard, but in his heart Rosburg will 
always know it as the tourney he 
took because he didn’t become 
rattled and made the shots he 
needed. He won $29,0(K). 


Smith tops in Athens 


OAKLAND (U PI) — Dave Smith, Thomas Hill and Kathy Hammond 
exercised their legs at the Athens Invitational but their hearts were in 
Munich. 
All three produced strong performances in their specialties at the indoor 
track and field meet Saturday night to establish themselves as definite 
contenders for this summer’s U.S. Olympic track team that will compete at 
Munich. 
Smith, a veteran jumper who never competed in college, hopped, skipped 
and leaped 54 feet. 6 1-4 inches for the second best indoor effort in history in 
the triple jump. The former Hamilton High School star out of Los Angeles 
topped the 54-1 3-4 meet standard held by former Olympian Art Walker and 
Charlie Craig. 
In hitting his career best. Smith was named the meet’s outstanding field 
athlete. 
Miss Hammond, 20. of the Sacramento Roadrunners, reclaimed her world 
indoor record in the women’s 500-yard run with a 1:04.5. Jarvis Scott of the 
Los Angeles Mercurettes had clocked 1:05.6 in beating Kathy the previous 
nieht in Los Angeles. 
Hill, of Arkansas State, survived a poor start to catch Tommy White and 
Paul Gibson in capturing the 60-yard high hurdles in 7.1 seconds. Only 24 
hours earlier, Hil had beaten world record holder Rod Milburn in Los 
Angeles with a 7.0 performance. 
Foreigners shared a large portion of the honors at the meet. 
Other meet records were set by Belgian’s middle distance runner Emiel 
Puttemans, pole vaulter Kjell Isaksson of Sweden and America’s Martin 
McGradv. In addition. Valeriy Borzov set a Russian record of 6.1 seconds in 
winning the 60-yard dash and Finland’s Marco Alto won the 1,000 yard run in 
2:13.1. 
Puttemans, 19, the world outdoor record holder, took over from pace- 
setting Gerry Lindgren at I 1-2 miles to win the two-mile in 8:34.2, two- 
tenths of a second faster than the old mark set last year by Steve 
Prefontaine of Oregon. Puttemans fought off the closing challenge of 
former Stanford runner Don Kardong while Lindgren faded to last. 
Isaksson and fellow Swede Hans Lagervqist dominated the pole vault 
field. Both cleared 17-4 1-4 but Isaksson won on fewer misses. 
McGrady, the world record holder at 600 yards, captured the 500 yard run 
in 56.9 seconds, six-tenths of a setond faster than the old record shared by 
Jim Kemp and Larry Hengl. 
Al Feuerbach won his seventh consecutive indoor meet shot put 
:*ompetition this season with a toss of 67-1 3-4.

Hughes' memory 
dies hard for 
Lions' Lucci

NEW YORK (U P I1—C ertainly Mike Lucci still thinks 
about Chuck Hughes. 
“ How can you help not?” he asks. “ You w ere with him 
every day, you were doing everything he did, and then 
suddenly right in the middle of the gam e he drops dead ...” 
You take a look at Mike Lucci and you know he doesn’t 
come from the ordinary 12 for a dozen variety. He has black 
curly hair like Cornel Wilde had in his prime, a strong cleft 
in his chin which you can tell right away isn’t m ade of glass 
and a pair of green eyes which never drop but always look 
straight at you. 
Mike Lucci comes from A m bridge, Pa., m akes his living 
as a linebacker with the D etroit Lions and at his position 
you’d be hard pressed to n am e m any better. 
He has just come off his 10th season in the NFL and his 
seventh with the Lions and a num ber of people these days 
keep asking him how com e they didn't do any better last 
season. Mike Lucci looks at these people with those 
emerald-colored eyes of his and tells th e m : 
“ Prim arily we didn’t play well defensively. We didn’t get 
enough rush ” 
Then they ask about the death of Chuck Hughes. How 
much of an affect did that have on the Lions9 
“ It had an affect,” Lucci says, without trying to d eter­ 
mine the degree. “ All of us know football is a gam e where 
you get hit, where things can happen. But Chuck didn’t even 
get hit. One minute he w as right there in front of you, 
perfectly good and fine, the next m inute he was gone. It had 
to do something to all of us. The very least it did was break 
up the continuity of the season. ” 
Mike 
Lucci, 
like 
m ost 
of 
the 
other 
Detroit 
players, can recall practically every detail surrounding 
Chuck Hughes’ death. 
He can tell you there w ere less than two m inutes left in 
the game, that the Chicago B ears beat the Lions. 28-23, and 
that nobody really cared about that after being told about 
Chuck Hughes. 
“ I was standing on the sideline and looking right at him, 
Lucci rem em bers, “ We had just run a pass pattern and the 
pass was incomplete. The ball hadn't even been thrown to 
Chuck. Suddenly he just pitched forward The way he went 
down was kind of odd. I never saw anyone go down that 
way. A few seconds went by and Butkus (Chicago s 
linebacker Dick Butkus I pointed to him The first thing that 
went through my mind was that we were stopping the clock 
But then I said to myself the pass was incomplete. The 
clock was stopped That couldn’t be it.” 
That w asn’t it at all. 
Before the Lions left the ballpark that late October 
afternoon they knew what it was. Chuck Hughes, only 28, 
had died of arteriosclerocis, something generally believed 
to be an old person s disease 
Football really had nothing to do with Hughes death, the 
doctors said “ It could’ve happened to him driving on the 
freew ay,” Lucci says. “ As his wife said afterw ard, he died 
doing what he loved to do.”

It took two successive secre­ 
taries of state after Dulles before a 
signature on a document cleared 
him of any stigma whatsoever 
In the China mission the President 
has given a clear and definitive lead 
in a new policy meant to counter the
